The corporation, Tyend- 
inaga Mohawk Ltd., is begin- 
ning operations this week. 

The dispute centres around 
a feared infringement by 
provincial and municipal 
governments in a federally- 
controlled community. 

Mohawk opposition, led 
by Councillor Clell Maracle, 
fears that the existence of a 
corporation on the reserve opens 
it to legal jurisdiction outside 
the Indian Act ie. provincial 
and local government reg- 
ulations. Mr. Maracle feels 
that an Indian - owned corp- 
oration should not be allowed 
at Tyendinaga until such time 
as the Indian Act is ammended 
to cover such cases.

At present, the reserve is 
largely financed through fed- 
eral channels.
